Ont„ March 2.— 


Tenders for the construction of the 
railway section of the new Johnson 
Street Bridge superstructure so far 
received by the city are so high that 
new tenders probably will have to be 
called, it was announced atjthe City 
Hall to-day. The city's only hope of 
avoiding the calling of new tenders 
lies In the fact that two tenders, 
through an oversight, have not been 
opened, and these may be sufficiently 
low to be acceptable. 

Tho tenders so far considered by 
City Engineer F. M. Preston and 
members of the City Council are 
from $50,000 to $60,000 above the 
original estimate. If any one of these 
tenders were accepted there would 
not be sufficient money under the 
Johnson Street Bridge by-law to pay 
for the whole bridge project. On this 
account the Council cannot accept 
the tenders. 

It is not expected that the two ten¬ 
ders which were not opened will be 
low enough to be acceptable. If this 
proves to be the case then there will 
be no alternative to the calling of 
new tenders. It is hoped that when 
new tenders are called bridge con¬ 
tracting firms will see that the city 
does not Intend to pay high prices 
for the bridge work and will submit 
lower tenders.

British Economies Outlined by 
Chancellor of Exchequer 


Since Taking “Fruit-a-tives” 
The Famous Fruit Medicine 


Toklo, March 2.—Japanese eml-: 
grants have Bhown a decided dis¬ 
inclination to seek their fortunes in 
South America in the past two years; 
despite the “overflowing” in Japan i 
anrl offers of bonuses. 

The Brazilian Government pays 
£15 to each Japanese immigrant, butj 
nevertheless Japanese labor con¬ 
tractors have found it impossible toj 
fulfill their contracts with Brazilian j 
coffee planters to furnish 5,000 Jap-j 
anese laborers each year. 

Bast year the number of Japanese! 
emigrants to Brazil was estimated 
at 900. This figure is given by an, 
official of (Jie Commercial Bureau' 
attached to the Foreign Office. 

The reason assigned for this dis¬ 
inclination to migrate to South 
America is the improved status of the 
labor market at home. Officials of 
the bureau predict that the coming 
year will see a greater exodus from 
Japan, than for some years past. 

About 40,000. 

The total Japanese population in 
South America in 1920 was estimated 
by Japanese authorities at about 
40,000, of whom 31,000 were in Brazil, 


London, March 2.—Addressing the; 
House of Commons yesterday in a 
speech In which he minutely detailed 
the economies the Government had 
decided to adopt in connection with 
the recommendations of the National 
Economy Committee headed by Sir 
Eric Geddes, Sir Robert Horne, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, assert¬ 
ed that these would total £64.000.000. 
compared with £ 86 , 000.000 advised 
by the committee. Of the total 
amount of economics to be effected. 
£54.000,000 would be saved in tho 
coming fiscal year. 

The principal points in the Chan¬ 
cellor’s address were his acceptance 
of reductions in the army estimates 
of £16.500,000 instead of £20,000,000 
ns proposed by the Geddes committee, 
his statement that the naval esti¬ 
mates for 1922-23 would be below 
£61,000.000, ns against nearly £82,- 
500,000 fon the current year, and the 
announcement that it was the pur¬ 
pose to economize by a reduction of 
£6.500,000 in tho education esti¬ 
mates. instead of £18,000,000 as sug¬ 
gested in the Geddes report. 

Another interesting point in tho 
address was the Chancellor's an¬ 
nouncement of tho Government’s de¬ 
cision not to abolish the Ministry of 
Labor, as was advised by the com¬ 
mittee. 

The Chancellor said the Govern¬ 
ment had recommended the cancella¬ 
tion In the army of twentv-four bat¬ 
talions, equivalent to five cavalry 
regiments, and a reduction of the 
artillery by 40 per cent. 

Navy, 

Regarding the navy, the Chancel¬ 
lor said the committee had recom¬ 
mended a reduction of £21,000,00b 
without regard to the savings to be 
effected as the result of the Wash¬ 
ington Conference or the savings on 
tho provision of oil. 

The Admiralty, however, had of¬ 
fered a saving of £21.000.000, but In¬ 
cluding the savings to be effected 
through the Washington resolution, 
and including certain savings on oil. 

Sir Robert said that the compar¬ 
ative figures the Admiralty was set¬ 
ting up against the committee show¬ 
ed £10,000,000 In proposed reductions 
as compared with the committees 
£ 21 . 000,000 recommendation, with 
tho qualification that out of the £ 21 .- 
000,000 mentioned, specifications were 
given by the committee regarding 
only £14,000.000. Therefore, com¬ 
paring the specific reductions pro¬ 
posed with the Admiralty’s reduc¬ 
tions, there was a difference of only 
£ 4.000,000. the question thus resolv¬ 
ing itself Into one of toe personnel 
of the navy. 

The Government had considered 
the whole matter, and had concluded 
it wonld not insist on a reduction of 
the navy personnel below 90,000.

The principle of self-govern¬ 
ment for the nations comprising 
the United Kingdom having now 
been conceded, it naturally fol¬ 
lows that the questicn of Devolu¬ 
tion in Great Britain at once 
arises. It is quite impossible to 
continue with our present Houses 
of Parliament as if nothing had 
happened. The withdrawal of 
the Irish members from West¬ 
minster, leaving Ireland unrep¬ 
resented in the House of Com¬ 
mons, makes a profound, basic, 
and lasting change in the char¬ 
acter and constitution of that 
Assembly. It ceases at once to 
represent the whole of the United 
Kingdom, and loses thereby its 
unifying and comprehensive 
character. Its proportions and 
bala ice are Irretrievably dis¬ 
turbed and destroyed, and the 
predominance of the English 
members over those of the other 
nations represented In the House 
of Commons—in the past a 
source of irritation—Is now over¬ 
whelming and In practice makes 
the new Parliament an English 
preserve. 

In these circumstances, we 
hold that the plain and bounden 
duty of His Majesty's Govern¬ 
ment is to formulate immediately 
a comprehensive scheme of self- 
government for the several na¬ 
tions of Great Britain; and in 
this connection we wish to press 
forward the claims of Scotland 
to control its own national af¬ 
fairs. 

Scotland is a nation in every 
sense of the word, no less than 
Ireland, and her claims to self- 
government can no longer be 
overlooked. The Scottish people 
have been for a long period of 
time convinced of the justice and 
neoessity of this principle, and in 
•very Parliament for many years 
a majority of the Scottish mem¬ 
bers have been pledged to "Home 
Kuie for Scotland." During the 
last decade the demand for self- 
government has strengthened 
•normously, and the vision of a 
Scottish Parliament sitting in 
Edinburgh, legislating for Scot¬ 
land, has caught and held the 
imagination of the Scottish peo¬ 
ple. We have refrained from 
pressing our claims as actively 
as w'e might have done because 
of our belief in the priority 
of the claims of Ireland to 
•elf-government. As a necessary 
consequence of the Irish settle¬ 
ment we respectfully urge that it 
4s now Scotland’s turn to be con¬ 
sidered. We, therefore, call upon 
His Majesty's Government to di¬ 
rect their attention immediately 
to this question of "Home Rule 
for Scotland;'* to give it prece¬ 
dence over every other political 
Issue; to cease legislating for 
Scotland from Westminster, and 
to pass into law forthwith a 
measure of self-government 
•uited to the needs and circum¬ 
stances of Scotland and satisfac¬ 
tory to the Scottish people.

One Hundred and Thirty Cases 
Reported; Precautions 
Necessary 

As there were five deaths from in¬ 
fluenza last month, and about one 
hundred and thirty cases have been 
roported within the past two days, 
the malady being in a milder form 
than usual, Medical Health Officer 
Arthur G. Price asks that all cases 
of influenza be Immediately reported 
to him by the householder in whose 
house the caso occurs, or by the 
doctor attending the case. It Is 
necessary that full reports should be 
made In order that the authoritiep 
may know Just how to deal with the 
situation. 

Dr. Price suggests that the follow¬ 
ing precautions should be taken: 

"All in the house where there is a 
case of influenza should, at least 
twice every day, draw up Into their 
nostrils a warm solution of com¬ 
mon salt and water (strength onr 
teaspoonful of salt In one pint of 
water) and should gargle and cleansr 
the. mouth with Bame, and should 
wash their hands with soap and 
water before eating and before 
leaving the house. 

"No feeding utensils or linen used 
by tne patient should be used b* 
other® until they have been boiled. 

"AH rooms, including the patient’s 
in an infected house should be kept 
airy and no closeness permitted. 

••Persons should keep away from 
large assemblies as much as possible 
and also from hot, airless rooms, 
where germs may be plentiful and 
active. 

"People should endeavor to keep 
In as good health as possible by keep 
Ing regular hours and taking suf¬ 
ficient good food, fresh air, exercise 
and rest; by avoiding chills, by keep¬ 
ing feet dry and wearing sufficient 
clothing. 

"Patients who are infected are ad¬ 
vised to go to bed at first signs of the 
disease and stay there until well 
Postponing going to bed has been the 
cause of most cases of pneumonls 
and death. It also may prove fatal 
to leave bed too soon."

Vancouver, he said, was the only 
city in the Empire collecting taxes 
from actual church property, and 
there was therefore no precedent 
upon which he could argue. Like 
Vancouver churches, the coronation 
■tone was an object of no com¬ 
mercial or pecuniary worth, yet to 
attempt to seize it would mean first 
the smashing of the Empire. 

H. M. Whiteside, counsel represent¬ 
ing 8 l John’s Church, took a dif¬ 
ferent attitude, asking the revision 
court as an act of grace alone to re¬ 
duce assessment on that property to a 
nominal one dollar. 

His clients, he said, differed In 
that they adopted no principles of 
litigation and did not desire to do so. 
If the revision court should deciuo 
not to grant the reduction. St. John’s 
at a later date wanted the City Coun¬ 
cil to arrange for a Joint church 
hearing, where the passage of a 
"church exemption by-law” might be 
discussed and perhaps enacted.

While Mr. Whiteside appeared for 
St. John's alone, Mr. McDiarmid rep¬ 
resented nineteen congregations with

Sir Babington Smith, chairman, 
and other members of the Pacific 
t able Board, are expected on the 
coast shortly to inquire into the 
problem of seeking a different route 
to that followed by the present cable 
so that new territory In the Pacific 
may be brought into direct com¬ 
munication with Canada. 

Officials of the Pacific Cable Board 
resident on this coast have been ad¬ 
vised that representatives of the 
Board will arrive out here within the 
next few weeks for the purpose of 
investigating the question of the 
duplication of the Pacific Cable. The 
matter of finances will not present 
any difficulties in the carrying out 
of the proposals.

London, March 2.—The budget 
statement presented to the Indian 
Legislative Assembly by Finance 
Minister Halley, and issued in Lon¬ 
don by the India Office, shows large 
customs increases. 

The general ad valorem duty is 
raised from 11 to 15 per cent, and 
the cotton excise duty at the same 
time is correspondingly increased 
from three and one-half to seven and 
one-half per cent, with the object of 
taxing the consumption of cotton 
goods in the present emergency, and 
not for the purpose of counter¬ 
balancing the increase In import 
duties. 

The budget provides for an increase 
in the duty on sugar from 15 to 25 
per cent, the imposition of a five per 
cent duty on Imported yarn. ant. in¬ 
crease of duty on machinery, iron and 
steel railway material from two and 
one-half to 10 per cent. 

It also provides for a 20 per cent 
increase in the duty on alcoholic 
liquors, with the exception of wines 
and an increase in the duty on 
matches from 12 annas (about 24 
cents) to one and one-half rupee? 
(about 40 cents) on gross boxes. 

There are also large Increases in 
the duty on salt, as well as Increases 
in railway and postal charges. 

Mr. Hailey emphasised the fact 
that India’s troubles were due tc 
world causes. He said the accepted 
solution everywhere was to make the 
revenue meet the expenditure at any 
cost.

The Finance Minister expressed re¬ 
gret at having to submit a situation 
of great financial difficulty, due to 
extraordinary trade depression. No¬ 
body could guess beforehand the 
abysmal depths of the depression 
due to a variety of causes, internal 
and external—the necessity of heavy 
wheat importations, labor troubles 
and the curtailed outlet for exports 
to Russia and Central Europe.

W. M. Brewer, resident mining en- ] 
gineer under the Hon. William Sloan, 
Minister of Mines, at Belmont House 
last night told prospectors where 
they will stand the best chance of 
"striking It rich" this Summer. 
George Winkler, who discovered the 
Sunloch mine, presided. 

Mr. Brpwer said that the most fav¬ 
orable parts for prospecting include 
the zone that contaots with thegran- 
odiorite batholith coast range, taking 
in the zono which extends from the 
Similkamecn clear through to A til it. 
in which all the creeks and rivers 
which the zone courses have pro¬ 
duced placer gold. It includes the 
gold mines in the Fairview section, 
(’amp McKinney, Granite Creek, the 
Hedley Nickle Plate mine, the Em¬ 
ancipation and other properties in the 
Coquahalla and Siwash Creek sec¬ 
tions, the Lillooet, Bridge River and 
Cadwalader Creek sections, Lome 
Creek, the gold producing creeks and 
tributaries to the Skeena and clear 
through to Atlin and the district* of 
the Engineer mine, and then the cop¬ 
per sulphide area in which the Anyox 
and Britannia mines are located. 

On Vancouver Island Mr. Brewer 
said prospecting chances were good 
along the Beaufort Range, which 
runs nearly the whole length of the 
Island in which gold-bearing quartz 
veins occur, and also along the West 
Coast of the Island from the Jordan 
River district. 

"There is gold and silver to be 
found east of the Coast range, cop¬ 
per in the Coast range, silver ores in 
the Portland Canal area and gold 
ores in the Atlin district," said Mr. 
Brewer. "On Vancouver Island there 
is copper to he found and some gold 
quartz vein in the Beaufort range."

The average value of the occupied 
farm lands of Canada, which in¬ 
cludes both improved and unim¬ 
proved land, together with dwelling 
houses, barns, stables and other 
farm buildings is returned as $40 peT 
acre, as compared with $48 in 1920, 
$46 In 1919, $41 in 1918, $38 in 1917, 
$36 in 1916 and $35 in 1915. By pro¬ 
vinces, the value for 1921 is highest 
In British Columbia, viz., $122. In 
the other provinces the average 
values of farm land per acre are re¬ 
ported as follows: Ontario, $63;

Love of Astronomy Evidently 
Runs in Families 

W. F. H. Waterfleld, of Crescent 
Bay, Nakusp, has erected a private 
observatory on his place near Nakusp. 
Mr. Waterfleld, who Is Secretary of 
tho Nakusp Board of Trade, is h great 
grandson of Sir William Herschel. 

He has lived at that point for the 
past eight years. Tho telescope is 
a reflector. 12V4 inches in diameter 
and seven feet long, and without the 
standard, weighs over a ton. 

Describing tho telescope the Nel¬ 
son News says: — 

"In tho reflecting telescope of the 
Newtonian type called after its in¬ 
ventor, the famous discoverer of the 
law of gravity, the rays of light from 
a star or planet instead of being 
collected by a lene, us in the great 
Yorkes and Lick telescopes, are re¬ 
flected from a curved mirror, made of 
glass with a ohemlcally deposited 
coating of pure silver. Mr. Water¬ 
fleld** telescop* is mounted in the 
usual manner of large Instruments 
and has a clock-work attachment hoi 
that once the telescope is pointed at ( 
a star, the clock will keep it on that: 
star and leave the hands free for, 
other work. The Instrument stands 
on a concrete pillar and’ a simple 
house ha* been built around this, of 
Mr. Waterfl*ld’s own device, with a 
roof which swing* completely open, 
with the help of counterpoised levers 
admitting a clear view of the whole, 
«k>\

ployed In gauging the magnitudes of 
variable stars on behalf of the British 
Astronomlcnl Association and of the 
American Association of Variable 
Star observers, to whom reports are 
sent in every month."

Booklet Issued by Former 
Chairman of Ekaterinburg 
Soviet 


Ekaterinburg, Russia, Feb. 8.— 
(Associated Press Mall Dispatch)— 
Alexandra, the late Empress of 
Russia, never ceased to chafe under 
her Imprisonment In this city, where 
the former Imperial family was fin¬ 
ally executed, but the late Emperor 
Nicholas showed more calmness and 
indifference to his fate. 

A little booklet Issued by P. 
Bykoff, former chairman of the 
Ekaterinburg Soviet, gives many In¬ 
timate glimpses of the Imperial 
family during the months they were 
prisoners of the Bolshevik! In this 
city Just preceding their execution 
In July, 1918. 

When the Czar and his wife and 
part of his family were transferred 
from Tobolsk to Ekaterinburg by the 
bVivlet Government, a residence In 
the centre of the city was assigned 
to them. It was in the basement of 
that building that they were shot. A 
half prison regime was established, 
which did not interfere with the 
activities of the former imperial 
family in their own quarters.

milted to enter their new quarter* 
the guards searched them. Alexandra 
protested bitterly and offered physi¬ 
cal resistance. The Emperor sub¬ 
mitted willingly, but was greatly 
perturbed. He paced the room while 
the search was proceeding and ex¬ 
claimed: ’’The devil knows what It 
means! Up to now we have met 
courteous people and have had de¬ 
cent treatment!” 

According to Bykoff, the Soviet 
officials made It clear to the 
Romanoffs that they were not at 
Tsarkoe Selo and threats to Isolate 
the Emperor from his family if he 
offered criticism silenced him. 

“Nicholas soon realized we were 
not Joking,” says the book, “and 
submitted uncomplainingly to the de¬ 
mands of the commandant In charge 
of the house. Ho made few efforts 
to chat with the guards, but Alex¬ 
andra never ceased breaking rules.” 

In Garden. 

The Romanoffs were permitted to 
Belect their own hours for walking 
In the garden, where all sorts of tools 
were available If they cared to take 
moro vigorous physical exercise. 
Two meals a day were supplied to 
them from “the best Soviet kitchen 
In Ekaterinburg, and they were given 
a gasoline primus, or stove, upon 
which they could heat their food. 

Food packages were forbidden to 
the Imperial family, but, Bykoff 
says, “the sisters In the local con¬ 
vent annoyed the guards greatly by 
sending parcels of biscuits and other 
delicacies, which were distributed 
among the soldiers.” 

On Easter the imperial family 
asked permission to attend church. 
This request was denied, but a 
priest was admitted to their 
quarters to hold service, and c?ggs 
and special cakes were sent to them 
by Soviet officials. 

Execution. 

According to Bykoffs account, the 
last words of the Emperor when he 
and his family were led unexpectedly 
Into the basement of their prison 
and told that all the Romanoffs 
must die, were: “But are wo not to 
be taken anywhere?” 

The Empress and her four daugh¬ 
ters (the Grand Duchesses Olga. 
Tatiana, Anastasia and Marie) and 
the little Czarevitch and the remain¬ 
ing members of the household of 
eleven were so stunned that they 
said nothing when Avdleff, the com¬ 
mandant of the house, ordered them 
to lino up against tho basement wall 
and pronounced sentence. 

Bykoff says a firing squad of four 
shot the former imperial family with 
revolvers. The identity of the 
members of the execution squad is 
not revealed. 

Ural Soviet. 

Tho pamphlet places the responsi¬ 
bility for the execution of the 
Romanoffs directly upon the Ural 
District Soviet, which decided early 
in July, 1918, that the Czar and his 
family must die and entrusted the 
execution of the sentence and the 
destroying of the bodies to Peter 
Ermakoff, an old workman of the 
Upper Issetsky Works. 

Avdleff. commandant of the 
house, read the sentence, according 
lo Bykoffs story, and there were 
only four witnesses. It Is not Indi¬ 
cated whether Avdleff shot or even 
witnessed the death of the Imperial 
family. 

There are no statements In By- 
koffs account which Indicate that 
the Ural District Soviet carried out 
the execution under direct orders 
from Moecow.

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‘It’s always this way. Detective work 
is the hardest work imaginable. The 
underworld is always trying to put a 
detective out of business. You sefr 
It in this case. Why did Carlisle go 
to Dr. Hall. Because Carlow knew 
Carlisle's past record and must have 
known that Macdonald was watch¬ 
ing him closely also. And when 
Carlisle left Carlow, we find by the 
evidence, he had a sneer on his face 
r much as to say 'I've got you 
now." 

This statement of Dr. Hall’s, 
which we say is slanderous, is based 
on Carlisle. It cannot be true. How 
can it be true when you hear by evi¬ 
dence here that Macdonald continual¬ 
ly reported about hls connection with 
Carlisle to his superior officers and 
that Carlisle was prosecuted five 
times In thirteen months, Macdonald's 
evidence largely being responsible for 
these prosecutions?" 

The defence complained that Mac¬ 
donald had associated with Carlisle. 
And yet Dr. Hall had associated with 
North, Mr. Higgins pointed out. "In 
fact a man will associate with all 
kinds of individuals when he has an 
object in view.” he declared. "All 
Dr. Hall had to do If he wanted to 
find out about Macdonald's associa¬ 
tion with Carlisle was to go to the 
telephone and ring up the Chief of 
Police. lie didn’t do that because 
he didn't want to find out—to know 
the truth because he had a purpose 
in view.” 

Mr. Higgins considered that Charlie 
Bo’s statements to the Commission¬ 
ers concerning graft on the part of 
the detectives was worthless. Nor 
did he regard very seriously the 
statement that the Commissioners 
had learned facts about the detec¬ 
tives from Frank Andrews, of the j 
High 8chool teaching staff, and I 
from some little Chinese girls. Why j 
weren't these people brought to give 
evidence, he demanded. 

“Rumor and Suspicion." 

“Why do we still have to fight 
rumor and suspicion and tittle- 
tattle?" he demanded bitterly. "Are 
these men to be convicted on this 
tittle-tattle and suspicion that we 
are all subject to? We have given 
them every opportunity to bring evi¬ 
dence before you and they have not 
done It!” 

Mr. Higgins recalled Dr. Hall’s 
threat to “get" Mr. Perdue and other 
detectives, as he thought, they were 
behind^ the prosecution of himself 
and North, following the Bo case. 
Dr. Hall’s charge that tho detectives 
were behind the prosecution.

Higgins declared, had been denied 
by the magistrate trying the case. 

The Commissioners, he went on.

“They had to start something so 
as to close up the town," Mr. Hig¬ 
gins went on, thumping the table In 
front of him. "They incited a man 
to commit a crime! They kept It 
hidden so they could get the credit 
for closing gambling Joints. They 
allowed the Joints to open, but Mac¬ 
donald went down and closed them 
and the whole thing blew up.” 

Dr. Hall's motives in dismissing 
the four detectives were very plai.i, 
Mr. Higgins continued. Mr. Perdue 
had to go because Dr. Hall thought 
he was behind the prosecution against 
himself and North. Carlow had to 
go because he had demanded dam- 
ngea from Dr. Hall some time before 
because Dr. Hall had committed hi* 
sister to an insane asylum. Siciliano 
i had to go because he had had a row 
. with North. 

Counsel Weeps. 

"If this is not so why did they pick 
on these men?” Mr. Higgins de¬ 
manded. "These men have been 
shamed, their families have been 
shamed, even one of their little sons 
has been shamed!” the counsel for 
» the defence went on in a broken 
i voice and wiping tears from his

Tha Summing Up.

. the plaintiffs, he explained, 
j The defendant had the right, he 
I said, to comment on a matter of pub- 
. lie Interest so long as he did so fair- 
I ly and with an honest purpose. It 

- was for the Jury to decide whether 
the defendant had done this or not. 

I “Did he prove the statement he made 
, and which he launched as fact?" the 

• Judge asked. “He did this at hls 
. peril and must prove that they were 

true. It is no defence to say that 
( he honestly believed them to be true “ 
The Issue et Stake. 

The judge recalled the “exagger¬ 
ated. notorious” way in which the 
, Hall-North Theatre meeting last 
December had been advertised, and 
asked the Jury to consider whether 
Dr. Hall could not have accomplished 
the object of the meeting In some 
other way. It was for the defence to 
prove that the meeting was a 
privileged occasion, he stated. If the 
defence could not do this then It was 
not necessary for the plaintiffs to 
prove malice. The meeting was for 
purposes of "political propaganda,” 
the judge recalled. The quotation 
upon which the Jury must make a 
decision was not thff dismissal of the 
detectives but the alleged slander at 
the theatre meeting, His Lordship 
emphasized. 

"To whom did the defendant refer 
in hls statements?” the judge queried. 
"Have you any doubt? He refers 
specifically and pointedly to the 
plaintiffs. Could a more serious 
statement he made about a man than 
to have hls name associated with the 
bartering of boys and girls for 
Chinese gold? 

"The plaintiffs are evidently tried 
servants of the public," the judge 
proceeded. “No complaints hod beer 
made against them. Their record is

clean. Mr. Perdue has' the appear- j 
ance of an old and tried and respec-! 
table servant, he says no complaint 
was made .against them. They were 
bundled out of their livelihood by 
the defendant and hls associated 
commissioner. The defendant claims 
that the dismissal took place before 
the meeting but to show malice the 
plaintiffaf can refer to relative sur¬ 
rounding circumstances before and 
after the dismissal." 

The Jury must consider whether 
the theatre^meeting was. as Dr. Hall 
claimed, the act of taking the pub¬ 
lic into the confidence of the Police 
Commissioners. It was for the Jury 
also to estimate the value of Dr. 
Hall's evidence. Could the Jury hesi¬ 
tate for a moment before • deciding 
that Macdonald’s evidence, con¬ 
cerning the handling of liquor 
at the outer wharves, was the 
clearest account of this incident sup¬ 
plied to the court, Hls Lordship 
asked. The evidence for the defence 
had tended to show that Macdonald 
had been delinquent in his duties in 
connf'ction with liquor handling 
Later when Macdonald had been re¬ 
called to give evidence, however, he 
had sworn that the liquor in ques¬ 
tion was in a private house and that 
officers of the law could not seize 
it. 

In regard to the claim of the de¬ 


fence that Carlisle had registered! 
large numbers of city voters, His 
Lordship remarked that there was 
no wrong in registering voters any¬ 
way. Besides, the one witness called 
to prove that Carlisle had registered 
voters had stated that Carlisle had 
not asked him to vote against Dr. 
Hall. 

Carlisle and Hall. 

Recalling that Dr. Hall had talked 
with Carlisle about police matters 
the Judge observed, "It is for you, 
gentlemen of the Jury, to say 
whether Dr. Hall did not go outside 
of his duties in this as an ordinary 
commonsense official. Macdonald, 
as the guardian of the peace, was 
allowed to know Carlisle and men of 
this type.” 

As regards the fact, brought out in 
the trial, that Macdonald had taken; 
hla family for a picnic with Carlisle,: 
the judge observed that the picnic | 
apparently had taken place before 
Carlisle had become as notorious as 
he was later. It had been pointed out! 
also, the judge remarked, that Dr. 
Hall had associated with North. 

It was for the Jury to say whether 
the incident involving Carlow’s sis¬ 
ter was an underlying factor in Dr. 
Hall’s feeling towards Carlow. 

"Can you find any fact to justify 
the imputation which you are asked 
to say is embodied in this alleged 


-tender?” the judge demanded. The 
defence, he pointed out, did not bring 
ut> witness the school teacher who 
had supplied Dr. Hall with informa¬ 
tion and Dr. Hall had repeated the 
school teacher’s statements at his 
own peril. The Jury must consider 
Dr. Hall’s place In society and his 
opportunity for forming reasonable 
Judgments and also the conduct of 
the defence in the present action. 
‘You are supposed to observe,’ he 
said. 

“I cannot be unrestrained, but 
sometimes a judge may break loose.” 
His Lorshlp remarked. 

Referring to the domestic troubles 
which the plaintiffs had claimed, 
Siciliano had suffered as a result of 
charges against him the judge asked. 
"What could be more serious than 
that? Whether he has suffered an 
injury is for you to say.” 

Referring again to Dr. Hall’s state¬ 
ments about the forces of vice being 
lined up behind the detectives, Hls 
Lordship asked. "If there were no 
gambling, sporting, bootlegging and 
so on what would be the use of tho 
police? It appears that under the 
regime of Mr. Perdue It became pos¬ 
sible to lop off four detectives— 
there was nothing for them to do as 
people were getting so good. Is that 
economy—false or otherwise? It is 
for you to say whether you take that 
seriously or not.”
